The work of the Hospital has proceeded on normal 


lines during the past year, new patients admitted num- 
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bering 129 compared with 135 in 1932. There was a 
welcome diminution in the occurrence of infection, which 
was so prevalent in the previous year. 

The average number of Cots occupied daily rose 
from 56 to 63 and the average length of stay was also 
slightly longer—170 days against 165 previously. 

The most notable increase of work occurred in the 
Massage Department where the number of treatments 
increased by nearly 50 per cent.—to 8,014 from 5,570. 


The Private Ward. 

The special attention of friends of the Hospital and 
the general public is drawn to the facilities available for 
the treatment of children in the Hospital’s well-equipped 
Private Ward—a bright, sunny room overlooking the 
broad Embankment and Cheyne Walk-—where patients 
between 3 and 13 years of age, whose parents cannot 
afford expensive Nursing Home fees, are eligible for 
admission. The Secretary will be pleased to supply 
further information upon application. 


Finance—Expenditure. 

The gradual though definite improvement in the 
national economic position during the past year is re- 
flected also in the Hospital’s statement of account which 
shows a reduction in the deficit compared with 1932. 
To this deficit, however, must be added the debt of 
£1,000 ‘brought forward from the previous year, and 
which was still outstanding at the end of 1933. 

Ordinary Expenditure was slightly higher last year, 
rising from £6,757 to £7,057 and the increase of £300 is 
largely accounted for by extensive replenishment of 
stocks of linen, renewals of furniture, etc. The instal- 
lation of six modern fireplaces in the Wards also 
involved expenditure of an unusual nature which, how- 
ever, it is hoped, will be largely off-set in the course 
of time by economy in fuel consumption and greater 
heating efficiency. 

A considerable charge upon the Hospital’s income is | 
represented by payments in respect of Rates and Taxes 
which have risen to £300 a year compared with £165 
four years ago. 


Nurses’ Home—Additional Quarters. 
A much needed improvement was effected during 
the past year by the equipment of an adjoining house, No, 


fi 


63, Cheyne Wall, as additional quarters for the Nursing 
Staff which for some years had been accommodated under 
cramped conditions. This house, which had been pre- 
viously let on long lease by the Hospital, became avail- 
able two years ago, when owing to great financial strin- 
gency, the opportunity to acquire it had to be declined, 
Last year, however, when the house was again available, 
youn, Commiuttee telt that the proper housing of the 
Nursing Staff should be no longer delayed, although it 
was realised that in addition to the capital cost of over 
£100 for conversion, equipment, and furniture, the taking 
over of the house would involve a permanent additional 
maintenance charge of some £/0 per annum. 

The provision of the five additional rooms in this 
house has materially improved the accommodation for 
the Nursing Staff, and has, indeed, helped to solve what 
had really become an urgent problem. 

Your Committee are satisfied that this increased ex- 
penditure is fully justified, and they ask that friends of 
the Hospital will endorse this progressive policy in 
practical form, by giving and influencing additional help 
tormeet tne burden Of its extra “debt. 


Income. 


Whilst the total of Ordinary Income showed a slight 
improvement compared with 1932, it is noted with re- 
gret that receipts from Voluntary Sources decreased by 
£1006. 

Annual Subscriptions, which declined by £44 in 
1932, suffered a further reduction of £10 last year to the 
quite inadequate total of £425. 

When it is realised that over £7,000—or £20 each — 
day—is needed for current expenses, and that the pre- 
sent Annual Subscription List represents income of little 
more than £1 per day, it will be apparent how urgent 
is the need for increased help of this nature, and your 
Committee again appeal most earnestly that the total 
may be raised to at least a more adequate amount. 


Income Tax and Charitable Subscriptions. 


A method of Subscription which is of special value 
both to the Donor and to the Hospital can be effected by 
completing a Form of Agreement, particulars of which 
will be gladly supplied by the Secretary. By such Agree-

Incurable Disease, and who are on that account ineligible for 
or discharged from General Hospitals. 

In this respect it may be said that the work of Cheyne 
Hospital begins where that of the General Hospitals ceases, 
but so successful has this work become that the word 
‘“Incurable”’ has been deleted from the title of the Hospital 
where it once appeared. 

Although many of the patients are beyond hope of ultimate 
recovery, it is found that medical skill and careful nursing, 
together with good food and ventilation, which often cannot be 
obtained in the homes of the poor, will always greatly alle- 
viate suffering ; while some cases can be successfully treated, 
which, requiring for their cure a longer time than can be 
spared to them in General Hospitals, receive here continuous 
care for an indefinite period. Over 85 per cent. of the 
patients treated have been discharged in a cured or 
relieved condition. 

NOTE. 

The Committee of the Cheyne Hospital desire to state that, owing 
to the special character of this Institution, it is not considered 
advisable to give “Letters of Recommendation”? to those who 
kindly contribute. Such Letters are of little value, unless they carry 
a reasonable probability of early admission or relief; indeed they 
are useless, because they would appear to give a promise which 
could not be fulfilled, and would thus lead to disappointment 
and misunderstanding. As the main object of Cheyne Hospital 
is to undertake the care and treatment of cases of deep-seated or 
incurable disease, which General Hospitals do not accept, and to 
keep them for lengthy periods, it will be obvious that changes are 
slow and vacancies fewer than in most Hospitals. The average 
length of Patients’ stay in the Hospital is usually about six months, 
while many of the children remain for longer periods. Subscribers 
are invited to write in reference to any case in which they may 
be interested, to the Secretary, who will, should it appear prima 
facie eligible, forward a copy of Form of Medical Certificate, 
on return of which duly filled in, the Child’s name will be 
added to the list for examination and admission when vacancies 
arise, and in accordance with the privileges of Donors and Sub- 
scribers (see pp. 18-19). More than this cannot satisfactorily be 
promised, and the Committee feel it due to their many and gene- 
rous friends to make their position in this matter clear. 


2§ 
MUEES FOR, THE ADMISSION OF PATIENTS. 


I1—Children eligible for admission are those who have been 
rejected or discharged from a General Hospital, or who are 
considered to be unsuitable for treatment in such Hospitals. 

2—Cases of Pulmonary Tuberculosis, Epilepsy, Hydrocephalus, 
Mental derangement or deficiency, all infectious cases, and Cripples 
not requiring Surgical Treatment, are not eligible. 

3—Age Limits.—Children eligible are those between 3 and 13 
years of age (2.e., up to the 14th birthday), those recommended 
by Governors or Subscribers taking precedence. Patients are 
not retained after the age of sixteen, except by special sanction. 

4—The payment of Seven Shillings a week is required from the 
Parents or Friends of the Patients.* 

5—Forms of Medical Certificate and Guarantee (to be obtained 
irom the Secretary) mist be duly filled in and signed by a 
qualified Medical Practitioner and responsible Guarantor re- 
spectively, and returned to the Secretary of the Hospital prior to 
admission. 

The Guarantor should be a householder (or the wife of a 
householder) rated at £40 or more per annum. Unless the 
parents make regular weekly payments at the Hospital, the 
Guarantor is requested to arrange to receive their contributions 
and remit the maintenance chare quarterly. 

6—The Guarantor will also be responsible for the cost of such 
Surgical Appliances or Splints as may be ordered for the patient 
by the Medical Officer. 

7—The Committee reserve power to refuse the name of any 
Guarantor without reason assigned, or to require a Guarantor to 
furnish references for the necessary security to their satisfaction. 

8—No Guarantee shall be withdrawn without one month’s 
previous notice in writing to the Secretary of the Hospital. 

9—Applicants for admission may be required to be brought to 
the Hospital for Medical examination before they can be admitted. 
10—The expenses of admission and removal must be in all 
cases defrayed by the parents or friends of the child. Any 
child who has been admitted to the Hospital, but who sub- 
sequently proves unsuitable from any cause, may be discharged 
upon three days’ notice, sent by post to the last furnished address 
of the parent or guardian. 

11—A Medically Signed Report certilying the Negative Result 
of the examination of swabs taken from both the nose and the 
throat of the child within four days of admission, also a certilicate 
that the patient has not been suffering from any infectious disease, 
nor been exposed to infection, must be signed by a responsible 
person cognisant of the facts, and brought with the child on 
admission, 
12—Any alteration in the address of the patient while awaiting 
admission or in Hospital should be at once notified to the 
Secretary. 


* Certain Free and Assisted Cots have been founded for specially necessitous cases.

The Committee of the St. Nicholas Cot League beg to present 
their Annual Report, and gratefully acknowledge subscriptions 
and donations to the amount of £53 10s. 6d. for 1933. 

During the past year the usual number of patients have 
occupied the free Cots, but owing to the length of time that one 
or two of the children have been detained, our waiting list has 
been somewhat longer. We have taken in rotation the cases re- 
commended by the members of our Committee, by the Kent and 
Canterbury Hospital and by the Alford Aid Society. The 
application for each case is sent to Cheyne Hospital for the final 
decision there. The necessity for the three free Cots for Canter- 
bury and the neighbourhood seems to be as great as ever, and it 
only remains for the Cot League to find the money for their 
maintenance. Our balance this year is somewhat reduced, and 
we must hope to remedy this defect by some special effort. 

We have to record with great sorrow the death of Mrs. 
Willett, a member of the Committee since 1922, and a great friend 
to St. Nicholas Hospital. Her unfailing sympathy and kindness 
will be greatly missed, and her place will be hard to fill. 

Mrs. Homer (Miss Christian Ramsay), has resigned owing 
to her marriage and her consequent absence from the neighbour- 
hood. The Committee announce with much regret her resignation, 
and would like to express their appreciation of her help and kind- 
ness during the past few years. 

Miss Bertha Hardy, who has worked for St. Nicholas for 
many years, has very kindly consented to take Mrs. Homer’s place 
on the Cot League Committee, and her willingness to accept this 
additional work is very much appreciated, and all the members 
have recorded their gratitude to Miss Hardy. 

Thanks are also due to Messrs. Reeves and Young for their 
kindness in continuing to audit the accounts of the League.
